that ba bad arrlwd by boat froa. Italy ecme three aonth a prerloaaly. 

U* Iccordtlng to a report dat ed 5 August X9h9 txtm * uaually wOlahlo 
loource, (Colooel) Otto SKDRZBMr bad reoantOy aowd frta Cordoba, and saa 
presentay reaiding ln Buanoa Alma, Argantlna. Souroe lndloated that SK08ZSNT 
w «qployed by tba Argentlne Oowranent ln an ogency (not apeeiflad} located 
on Awnlda Preaidaota Bogna Baon* Pana, Buanoa Alrea. It vaa ftorfcher indlcated 
that SJKBZBMI waa arpected to attend (but dld not), a ce reaony uMch ¥M hałd 
in Buanoa Aires on 29 Joly 19i9 for oonatltutlng tba Antl-Cowanlat Intern 
natlonal leagua* The Leagua «u orgazdzad by (Patter) VlrgHlo FXLZ?PO, a 
Catbollo prlaat and an irgantlne ziaUonal deputy (FeroMata)* A aajorlty 
of tba attandants nt tba cerenony reportedly adhered to the Faaclat ldeology.

It mu indlcated that Otto 32DR2KtlX had arrlved ln BallrU ahortly foilowLng 
Uernany’* eurrender and had obtolned amplcyment vdth tbe Bóliv±an Qoveranwnt 
aa an arLatlon teohnicUn, Aocording to Souroo, soraetlao bafore 1 January 
1950,. SKORZENl aocoptod a poaltlon aa an rrlation teohniatan with tho Argentine 
Oowrsaent, and at tho tina of tho raport, be was amploycd «t tha Palowar Air 
Field in Buonoa Aires* ^Sourcs doolared that SKOSZENI vae ualng an aaaunad 
narne ln Argentinaj hotarrer, t)ie Argentine Ooranonant ma atwro of his truo 
tmm and background* 

6. A raport datod 20 Ncnrsaber 1951 from aueually ^rdliaWo oource 
indlcated that, aocording to Otto SKD82ENI, hla projaot for tha fornatlon 
ot a noo-Faaoiat foroe ln Spain had raco lvad tho approval ot high Spanieh 
ottldala by tho and of Septeabar 1951* SJCORZENT furtbar claiaed to fcaro 
tho fuli backlng of truated persona trtm Iron Curtaln countrles, Inoludlng 
Hangary, Cmechoalorukia, Bułgaria, Utarła, and Rumunia* Source stated that 
SS0&ZENX v a piana oalled for an offlcer oadra to ba set up ln Spoin, cosnpoaed 
of 300 aan froa aach of tan uniderrtlCLed countrlec.

Mita.l apparat ln Wbatozn Germany waa received ln a report datod 5 Ncrrenber 
1952 froa a cimally ri&iable Luftwaff e ro taran, who had obtained the data 
from a aarf>«r of tha apparatt 

a* For mora than a year from tho dato of tha report, Otto 
3K PKSKSY hoa baon buUdlng an underground organlaation 
of Kaal-mlnded lndlvldnal8 wlth the laraedUte objeotive 
of pre y entl n g German Intagratlon wlth tha Western Powars 
and wtth the ultjboate objectire of re-establlahlng an 
anthorltarlan Geraan otate. Br. Werner BAUMAN, former 
State Secretary ln GOEBBELS* propaganda rainiarfciy, dtrecta 
the group ln Germany aa the pereonal repreeent&tlYB of 
SKORZEWT. Bana RUBEL, a Luftwaff o aca nov ln Argentlna, 
alao «?rka directly under SKPRZSHT, organizlng support ln 
South America and dirccting the recroitraent of sosno of his 
oontacta ln Germany,

0, A report ciated £G Aprll 1953 i*ucoived through a uaually rcllable * 
oource tren a a inforwant ot unknown roUabUlty/ Inrttcofccd that there wara 
two training coutcro for tho JJ^yption comandon who havo boen recrulted for 
guorrilla uarfart* ogainat Uu. Dritloh In tlie flue? Carnl Zono, if tho present 
cvacuatlon tolka break down. According ta Houroe, the cccpando tralncca at 
cacb ccutor vere being ino truć ted In the techniąuen of guorrllJo warfare by 
German offlcora, and Rgyptian Anny offloara at tho centem had atatod that 
tlie ov«r*all diroction of any guerrilla a t tank aąalnet tho Brltlah would be 
perfomed by ( Colona l) Otto SKDRZHKY. Tho oaae report ln&lcated that an > 
untooted aouroa liad reported Uint Ecyptlon Prosnfctr 9AJZB bod comnlasloned 
SKORZEMY, vho vaa tben In Madrid, to eatablloh a "Kilitary Acadcay for Air" 
in Ęgypt, on which dotailn would bc nade publlc after tlie Britiah cvacuate 
Egypt.

10 * A report dated lG July 1954 from o uaually rcllable wouree Indlcatod 
that Clifford FOOTER, a Nev York JLawycr and Kxecutlvu Chał mon of Bauerlein 
Irrbcrmtlonal, a aubaldiary of Bauer lein, Icc. (a publlc relationn firm vith 
offices lit New York, New Or lenna, Loulelana, and WanhJngton, D. C.) had bece 
In Oernany for acYeral vecka atteopting to negotiate a large publlc relatlono 
cozztract to represent German business firma in America, irnile In Cologne, 
Goroany, POSTER vas a guect at a parlvate djrmer whlch waa attended by aome 
alrteen German Induetrlalle to and bualneaaaen. AccordUng to Óourcb, the 
former (Countoao) fUDCEUSTEIN of Madrld, then tho wife df Otto 8 SCBIZBHY, waa 
caong thooc preoent at the dloncr party, and ahe vts toaatod by the Germans 
there as "Moc.

Bourcc> Otto SKOBZBtt boa on Office at £^27 Montera Street ln Modrld, and 
appeared to deal ln ony bualc cga actlvltles whlch aecsncd to offer a p rofit. 
Sourcc reported tłiat SKDfiZEHY costlnucd to engage ln actlvltlea conccmlng 
R.E.N.F.E- (not furthar Identlfled), and from the appcarance of hi a Office 
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he wu doing wił flnanojnUy. Bouros reported that Tor sowo months there 
ha# boen a rumor In Hodrid that SKDRZKHT had baon opproaohod by Moroecnn 
oI amanta seetcLng hlo aaaiatonco ln offecting tho libera tion of foraor 
(Sułtan) Mohamod V, Although tho rumor 1*0 unrorlfied, it had apparontly 
baon playod u p by eoae Pronoh publicaticna* 

12* A report dated 23 Septaaber 1951 froa a usually rellahle eource 
lndlcated that (Colonal) Otto SKDRZBHZ, uho va* currontly lirlng ln lfcdrld, 
haa baon esęloyed by tho KRUPP firm of B##en, Oeiwany, and that ha would 
leavo aoon for South Aasriea on KRUPP'# beholf. Sourcę atatad that lnfomanto • 
wara una wre of the exact naturę of 5KJ0RZENI'a dutie#r howsver, they auapaoted 
a poaaible orerae aa muni tlona daali polntlng out that 8H0RZENI wa a not parti- 
cularly gŁfted ulth admlniatratlye or sacacutlye talent#, but nas noted prl- 
mortly for undarcorer work. Souroa> further indioated that SKORZSNI'# 1 dfe, 
(Countosa) Ufie F2NKEWSTEIN, was a very i nte ligent business operator and 
mlgbtbethe braina behlnd whatevor the SKDRZEHI-KRUPP daal Jjnrolwed* A 
report dated 5 Horenber X9SU fron a souroe of unknewn mllahlllty reyealed 
that S KORZENI had arrlwd ln Buenos Aires as a represe ntatlre of KRUPP 
lntereats* Aooordlng to the Buenos Aires. Osman language dally, Argeatialchea 
Tageblatt, aa artlole on a Jfedrtd date-line Id Ootober 195h lndlcated that ' 
SKtfezklW had left Hadrid by alr on 1 6 October 195U for Busnoa Aires. An 
Associated Press dlspatch of 21 3oveaber 1 9$k reported that A KRUPP Industries 
grotę), oł whom ^KCKZKNI was a oember, was negotlatlng for KRUPP 1 # pertid- 
patlon ln Sodedad Hbcta 31 darurgica Argentlna (SMU), an Argeatlne business 
firn, wfaich was controlled and partly owned by the Peron Gorornasnt* 

13. Accordlng to a report dated 23 Aprll 1955 froa a fairly relinhlc 
oource, Otto SKDRZENI had been engaged by the Egyptian Qovarment to re- 
orgartLse the Sgyptian Secret Servlce (alo)« 

lU* In a r ep or t dated 1 August 1955 from arery rollahlo eource, it 
was lndlcated by (Br.) Constantln TSIMBAS, a farmer Gestapo agent, that ha 
was presently ln touch vdth Otto SKARŻENI by regular unii aa a result of 
their war tlsas oollaboratlon.

had peraooally aalacted and reoc n aaaded ma^jr of the 380 
format German officera who wara currenfcly worklag tor tha 
Sgyptlan Kl&latry of Katlcoal Deftnae.
